putting the happy couple to bed has long been nbolishel; the 
bridal couch is no longer blessed by the parish priest; neither is 
it decorated by the bridesmaids; nor are the company allowed to 
tling the stocking at the bride and bridegroom to find out when 
their joyful turn willeome text. "Го ascertain this latter impor- 
tantsfact, the men took the bride's stockings, and the women 
those of the bridegroom. ‘hey then seated themselves at the 
foot of the bed, with their becks to the married couple, and threw

At eleven o'clock іп the forenoon the 
boats were all cast loose from each other, and then, as friends 
part from friends whom. they expect to meet no more іп life, all 
hands hailed with a fervent ‘God bless you, boys; good-bye!’ and 
the two cherished sails drifted away and disappeared from the 
longing gaze that followed them so sorrowfully. On the after- 
noon of this eventful day two ‘boobies’ were caught—a bird 
about as large as a duck, but all bones and feathers—not as much 
meat as there is on a pigeon; not nearly so much, the men say 
They eat them raw, bones, entrails, and everything; no single 
morsel was wasted; they were carefully apportioned among the 
fifteen men. No fire could be built for cooking purposes; the 
wind was so strong and іше sea ran so high that it was all a man 
could do to light his pipe. On the moruing of the 21st day, while 
some of the crew were dozing ou the thwarts and others were 
buried in reflection, one of the men suddenly sprang to his feet 
and cried, ‘A sail! a sail!’

And yet 
as the men say, the captain said fyuny things and talked chearfal 
talk until he got them to converse freely, and then they used to 
spend hours together describing delicious dinners they had eaten 
at home, and earnestly planning interminable and preposterous 
bills of fare for dinners they were going to eat on shore, if they 
ever lived through their troubles to d^ it, poor fellows. ‘The сар- 
tain said plain bread and butter would be good-enough for him all 
the days of his life, if he could only get it. But the saddest things 
were the dreams they had. 

* An unusually intelligent young sailor, named Cox, said :— 
* In those long days and nichts wo dreamed all the tinio—not that 
we ever slapt, T don't. meau —no, we ouly sort of dazed, three- 
fourths of the faculties awake and the other fourth benumbed inte 
the counterfeit of a slumber; oh, no—some of us never slept for 
twenty-three days, ard no man ever saw the captain asleep for 
upwards of thirty. Bat we barely dozed that way and dreamed— 
and always of such feasts! broad, апа fowls, and meat, everything 
aman could think of, piled upon long tables, aud &nokine hot! 
And we sat down and seized upon the first dish in our reach, like 
ravenous wolves, and carried it to our lips—and thea we awoke 
and found the same starving comrades about us, aud the vacaut 
sky and the desolate sea!’ 

“On the 28th the rations were: —One teaspoouful of bread- 
crumbs and about an ounce of ham for the morning meal; a 
spoonful of bread-crumbs alone for the evening meal, and one 
gill of water three times а day.

Four little flying-fish, tbo size 
of the sardines of these latter days, flew into the boat on the 
night of the 28th Пау.

On the 29th day they caught aucther, and di- 
vided it into fifteen. рі, ees—less than a teaspoonful apie Ou 
the 30th day they caught a third flying-fish, and gave it to the re- 
vered old captain—a fish of the same poor little proportians as the 
others, four inches long—a present a hin z might be proud of under 
such circumstances, a present whose value, in the eves of the men 
who offered it, was not to be found in the Bank of Eneliedo—yen. 
whose vaults were not able to coutain it. The old captain refused 
to tako it; tho men insisted; the captain said uo—he would'take 
his 15th—they mnst trike the remainder. They said in substance, 
though not in words, that they would see him in Jericho first! So 
the captain had to eat the fish. On Monday, the thirty-eighth day 
after the disaster, ‘we had nothing left,’ said tho third mate, * but 
a pound and a half of ham—the bone was a good deal the henviost 
part of it—and one soup and-bully tin.’ These things were divided 
among the fifteen men, and they eat it all—two ounces of food to 
each man. J do not count the ham bone, as that was saved for 
next day. For some time now the poor wretches had been 
cutting their old boots into small pieces nud eating them. 
They would also pouud wet rags to a sort of pulp and eas 
them, On the thirty-ninth day the ham bone was divided up 
into rations and scraped with knives and eaten. I said, * Yon 
say the two sick men romaimed sick all through, and after 
awhile two or three had tó be relieved from standivg watch; 
how did you get along withoat medicine? ‘The réply was, “Оһ! 
we couldn't have kept them if we'd had them; if wed had boxes 
of pills, or anything like that, we'd have éaten them. ТЕ was just 
as well; we couldn't have kept them, and we couldn't have giver 
them to the sick men alone; we'd have shared them around all 
It was said rather in jest, but it was a pretty true 
jest, no doubt.

FATAL ACCIDENT AT A BULL FIGHT. 

A FATAL accident at a bull fight à ГЕзртуне Ё occurred in the old 
Roman Circus at'Nismes. А torreador, 1 amed Mateo Cabrera, 
was run through the chest by one of the! ulls, and killed on the 
spot. The Moniteur du Soir gives th» fo lowing account of the 
above catastrophe :— 

“It was evident when the very first bull appeared that the pre- 


| tended Spanish torreadors, or at least some of them, either knew 


nothing of their dangerous business, or were in such a state of ex- 
citement as to lose their heads. They irritated the bull in most 
unnecessary ways, and their rashness was only equalled by their 


burning in honour of the Prussian victories. Stolzenfels Castle, 
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which by early writers is called “ Die stolze Veste," was the resi- 
dence of Archbishop Werner, who, infected with the prevailing 
enthusiasm of the age, imagined that by the power of alchemy 
gold could be produced, and became in consequence the dupe of 
certain designing alchemists, who took up their abode in the 
castle; but instead of increasing by their mysterious arts the trea- 
sury of the credulous prelate, they managed by their artifice, 
between the years 1388 and 1418, to despoil him of his already 
@ quired riches, and to leave his coffers empty ; whence arose the

which, though good enough for our amateurs, were tame creatures 
indeed when compared with the genuine furious Spanish animals, 
knocked over eeveral of the torreadors, though without hurting 
them. With the fourth bull the unfortunate Cabrera attempted 
the hoop game. But, instead of {watching the bull's movements 
and holding the hoop on one side, во ав to avoid the rush, he held 
it in both bands exactly before bis breast, and the bull, after run- 
ning his horns through the paper, transfixed the man. The other 
torreadors in the circus rushed to their comrade and picked him 
up. They opened his waistcoat to see where be was hurt. Sup- 
ported by them he walked two or three steps, tben slipped from 
their hands and fell heavily. А torrent of blood gushed from his 
breast, and he was quite dead. The sight of the blood caused 
great emotion among the audience, and several women fainted.”

| If this were not so—if cholera struck down simultaneously a 


whole family cirele—we might iudeed survey the scene with 
horror, but feel ourselves unable to cope with so dire an enemy. 
But this interval speaks во siguificautly of an opportunity for as- 
wistance which in such cases as these has been utterly thrown 
away (һай we cannot disregard it. The instances we һауе de- 
acribed are but samples of hundreds which have already occurred, 
aud are still happeuing. The health arraugements of a district 
which allow of these occurrences are terribly imperfect. There 
can be no reasonable doubt that had the unaffected members of 
these families been removed to healthy quarters when the first 
person was attacked they would have escaped the calamity which 
has fallen upon them. Here is a point, then, to which attention 


should be directed without loss of time.

SeasipE philosophy is worth studying, especially at this time of 
the year, when most of us are brought into such close contact 
with its practical results. We cannot promise the student any 
deep or lasting satisfactiun from his researches; nor can we even 
pretend that much that is new will be obtained by his labours ; 
but a cursory view of the subject can hardly, we think, fail to 
amuso, if it does not astonish, some of our more uninitiated 
readers. From the moment a man—for we are speaking now 
principally of the male sex—leaves the highly refined but rather 


sinoky atmosphere of London, and seeks, with eager steps, the 
marive breezes that blow over his favourite seaside resort, һө 
seems to put on a new nature. Lhe etiquettes of society, the 
ordinary enjoyments of life—nay, even, in some instances, the 
common decencies of life which generally throw & certain 
amount of restraint over the actions of a man in this civilized 
nineteenth century, are all discarded, changed, and forgotten. 
Тһе individual who yesterday rode in Rotten-row, dressed in the 
pink of the last fashion, whose only idea iu life was the proper 
fit of his kid gloves, aud the exact set of his coat, who avoided 
rain as something, we fear, worse than sin, to-day may be seen 
in wide-awake and pea-jacket, taking his quiet constitutional in 
tho teeth of such weather as seaside places alone are blessed with. 
And he who in London would consider it an offence against 80- 
ciety to appear even amongst his own particular friends in a state 
of deshabille, may be seen disporting himself in а state of nature 
before the elite of the seaside world. We have described the case 
of a young Lothario about town ; the change is quite as great and 
even more remarkable in the father of à family and the wan who 
has entered upon his threescore years. We remember to have 
seen once ап elderly individual, his hair just turning grey, sedate 
in hig walk, patriarchal іп his appearance, the very picture of & 
man advanced in years, wo saw him walking along the esplanade 
of —, we admired his paternal and venerable look, and prayed 
to be like him when old age overtook us. A little later we saw 
him again, and what a difference! Then he was frisking and 
jumping &bout in the water, buffeting tho waves with surprising 
agility, sans clothes, sans shame, sans everything except brass, of 
which he had a great amount. We no longer prayed to be like 
him— our prayer took another form. This strong desire for 
change—this strange longing to shake off one’s every-day 
nature—it has its good side as well as its bad. © We áre no prudes, 
who look upon relaxation as à weakness, and thé throwing off for 
a time the absurd fetters of social etiquette а sin. We should 
never geten without such а change. Nature, both in mind and 
body, would soon sink exhausted under such a continued strain. 
No; we know no more pleasing sight than a seaside beach, 
crowded with human beings in every stage of life, enjoying them- 
selves without let.or hindrance. Still, we capnot blind ourselves 
to the fact that our mode of bathing is really barbarous in the true 
sense of the word. ‘We here in England pride ourselves on our 
high state of refinement, our great sense of morality, yet іш this 
respect we aro notoriously behind the rest of the civilized world. 
It ів a delicate eubjeót, and one that has been written about ad 
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nauseam, but still it is a subject that must be brought plainly before | 
the public in order that the public themselves may regulate | 
it. abroad, as і well known, when people ае" | 
on an open beach before а mixed crowd of spectators | 
they have  sufücient modesty and decorum to dress | 
themselves in а fitting costume, and by this means 
friends and members of а family can all eujoy the 
luxury of a bath together without the slightest offence to any- 
body's feelings. This sociable way of takiag а dip must be much 
pleasanter than our way. With us the idea of bathing promis- 
cuously is looked upou as something highly indecorons, and an 
imaginary line is drawn between the bathers of either sex. How 
imaginary such a line is, we all know, for if the bathers are 
divided, they are near enough to the parade and each other to 
render such a division wholly illusory. And when we add that 
the female part of creation alone have any dress we think we | 
have sufficieutly explained the state of the geutlemen, Why 
should this state of things be any longer endured?

GERMAN OPINION OF ENGLAND. 


Tue correspondent of the Daily News at Wiesbaden writes as fol- 
lows to that journal :— 


“It is impossible to associate with Germans of any class with- 
out being disagreeably struck with their persuasion that the power 
and fortunes of Mugland are on the decliue. This conviction, for 
to that it amounts, may be traced to three main сапѕеѕ —1, the 
late political conduct of the English Government; 2, the recent 
mistakes of English political opinion; 3, to the financial crisis of 
which England has been the scene. Perhaps also to their opinion 
of the increasing incapacity of the English aristocratic system of 
government, 

* As the Northern States of America attribute tho civil war to 
the policy of the English Government, so German opinion ascribes 
the resistance of Denmark in the Llbe Duchies to the position the 
English Government assumed in the earlier stages of that 
question... The obvious policy of England, they think, was 
to cultivate the. closest relations with Prussia; whereas 
its government, they say, neglected Prussia, filed to 
appreciate its. arma and, its strength, placed itself in 
subordination to France, and encouraged Fiauce to play 
fast aud loose in Europe. That question solved, England, 
they coutinue, in her wounded vanity, suiked, withdrew her ob- 
servation from what was passing in Germany just at tho moment 
greater events were brewing, only noticed German politics to 
abuse Prussia and excite divisions in that State, from first to last 
utterly failed te. comprehend Bismark’s objects, aud in her igno- 
rance again entirely misealculated the power, as well as the pur- 
pose, of that State. The consequence is, that in a period of 
European reconstruction, England has, they point out to you, no 
more influence in Europe than a small Baltic Power. France, on 
the contrary, they tell you, at least appreciated what was passing, 
took a correcter measure of the magnitude of Prussian objects and 
power to achieve them, and has maintained a voice in European 
affairs. bass 

* You reply that England did this in а great measure designedly 
and of purpose—that she is resolved no longer to interfere iu 
Continestal politics that her policy is the development of the re- 
souroes uf her own transmarine dominions—that she seeks to 
maintain her own greatness, and contribute to the world's happi- 
ness aud wealth out of Europe. They smile at your auswer—tell 
you the grapes are sour—tbat in such а policy are the seeds of re- 
trogression and decay—that no rising Power ever played such 
part, and that as long as England was rising it did not. The 
truth is, they say, ‘you have lost all influence iu turope, 
and you are attempting to coneeal the loss from your- 
self by these statements, which are simply the expression of 
your want of capacity to deal with 1горө iu its present state, and 
to assist in its, new organisation.” Тһе French people are also 
getting rich, like the 1 nglish, they argue, but they are uot losing 
their interest in European affairs; they are not abandoning the 
haute politique for trade with China, India, Australia, or any other 
distant country. Тһе growing wealth aud prosperity are also ас- 
companied by increasing political force. Why then should Eng- 
land alone be an exception to the general rule, unless because of 
approaching senility ? 

* Germany is crowded with Americans; everywhere they are 
treated with the greatest courtesy and respect, looked on and ro- 
garded as a rising people, aud, in short, now occupy that place in 
popular esteem which twenty years ago the English did. 

* You are, too, continually referred to the naval position of Eng- 
land. You have, they say to you, neither ships nor guns; the United 
btates have already outstripped you in maritime armaments; France 
is gaining a head of you ; Prussia will ію а few years һауе a power- 
ful navy ; but despite, the enormous expenditare.of Mugland on its 
navy, there is no adequate result; your First Lord of the Admi- 
ralty told Parliament, without contradiction, that he had not 
ships to relieve those coming home, and adwitted that the 
English navy, as he received it from his predecessor, was not 
in the state he had a right to have expected it should be, What 
does all this, they ask, show, but deep-rooted incapacity 
in the highest places, striking at the very roots of the power and 
influence of England? > Who will pay any attention to its wishes, 
its advice, its policy, if it has nut a powerful navy? And it is 
confessed that England has not a competent navy. As for the 
- English army, it only provokes a smile in Germany. It is, in their 
opinion, insufficieut to provide against eventualities iu India aud 
in Canada, much less; capable of making any impression in 
Europe. 

“The recent financial disasters in England aggravate this low 
German estimate of England. Financial immorality, they tell you, 
prevails ; capital is becoming scarce; the labour question threatens 
the commercial prosperity of the country ; English credit is shaken 
all over Lurope ; the wealth of England is, they insist, also begiu- 
ning to decline in comparison with that of other countries. 

“This is the conversation I have had to listen to from Germans 
of intelligence of all classes. I record it because it is always useful 
to know what other people are thinking of us. 14 is not the whole 
truth, but that it contains trath it is impossible to deny."

ATTEMPT TO ÅSSASSINATE A PRUSSIAN Orricer.—In a speech 
of Count Bismark, which was published yesterday, occurs an 
allusion to Bavarian soldiers firing upon Prussian officers from 
railway carriages, which із based upou the following statement of 
facts from the Elberfelder Zeituny, dated Aschaffenburg, Sept. 2 :— 
“It seems incredible, but we have now full confirmation of the 
report, that an attempt at murder was committed on the 26th of 
August, by a Bavarian soldier, at Stockstadt, upon a Prussian 
officer. An extra train conveyed the Bavarian troops, who were 
in a state of the greatest excite:neut, from the fortress of Mayence, 
over Darmstadt to Aschaffenburg, at about the same time as the 
Prussian troops marched iuto the fortress. Shortly before the 
train arrived at Aschaffenburg. a Prussian officer, belonging to 
the Prussian garrison of occupation at that town, got out at the 
station of Stockstadt, because, from what he had seen and heard 
of the Bavarian soldiers iu the train, he did not deem it prudent 
to alight along with them on the arrival at Aschaffenburg. He 
had, however, scarcely left the carriazo when a shot was fired at 
him from a compartment filled with Bavarian soldiers, which 
felled the officer to the ground. The train proceeded as if nothing 


had happened, and upon its arrival at Aschaffenburg the soldiers 
were allowed to roam all over the place, though they had to leave 
their rifles at the station, but retaining their side arms. The 
Prussian officer, who was severely wounded, his right hip having 
been &hot through, so that tlie ball passed out on the other side, 
was conveyed to the military hospital at the Herstallthor before 
Aschaffenburg. His name is Von Fritsche, and he is first lieu- 
tenant of the 59th infantry regiment.”

been reduced to such a system that some geutlemen nager ap- | ing her to keep her quie 


peared in the jury-box at all, while others who did attend to their 
duties were coutinually complaiùing that they were taken away 
from their business much more frequeutly than they ought to be, 
in cousequeuce of the non-atiendance of others who ought to serve. 
In the present case he was prosecutiug the prisoner for having 
committed perjury in making an affidavit which was false, iu 
order to get the fine which had been inflicted on the juror for 
not attending remitted. He Lad several cases against him; that 
he should first proceed with would be that which coucerucd Mr. 
Robert Alexander Bentham, the manager of the Imperial Bauk, in 
Lothbury. He was duly summoned to attend as a juror in the 
Lord Mayor's Court, and was fined £10 for nou-atteudance. Sub- 
sequently the defendant made the following affidavit :—*'' In the 
Mayor's Court, London, I, Charles Mayhew, clerk to Mr. Robert 
Alexander Bentham, of No. 6, Lothbury, in the City of London, 
banker, make oath and say ав follows:—l. That the said Robert 
Alexander Bentham left London for the-Christmas holydays on 
the 12th day of December last, and did not retura until tbe Ist 
day of January instant. 2. That it was uot brought to the 
knowledge of the said Robert Alexander Bentham that he had 
been summoned to attend the Honourable Court as & juror on the 
23rd day of December last, owing to his absence as aforesaid. 
Sworn at the Mayor's Court-office, London, this 22nd day of 
January, 1866, before me, Richard J. Pawley. Charles Mayhew.” 
Uircumstances came to the knowledge of the City autho- 
rities that these practices were systematically carried out, aud 
they at once commenced proceedings to put a stop to them. 
He had а mass of evidence in other cases, but he wished to select 
that upon which he could rely. The prisoner was then remanded, 
but bail was accepted for his appearance, himself in £300, aud 
one surety in £300.

А Scexe ror А PaANTOMMIE — А Fisumoncrr's SHOP IN AN 
Uproar.—Ellen Long, of 69, Upper Bermerton-street, Caledonian- 
road, was summoned before Mr. D'Eyncourt for unlawfully aud 
willfully causing damage to a quantity of fish, the property of 
Benjamim Hillmer, fried-fish seller, of 23, Clayton-street, Islington. 
Тізе complainant said that he was uncle to the defendant, and on 
the 30th ult. the defendant came round to his shop, aud he then 
told her that he wanted to have nothing to say.to her, but that he 
should like to see her husband relative to sume remarks that she 
had made about his wife. This seemed to arouse her ire, for she 
took up a whole heap of gurnets and threw them, uot only at him, 
but about the place, and his shop, he could assure the magistrate, 
was quite іп an uproar. (А laugh). She spoiled quite four shil- 
lings’ worth of fish, and that was no joke; aud to make the matter 
worse a mob got round the shop. and they also joined in the fun. 
She was very violent, and when her mother told her to leave off 
she would not take any notice of her, and behaved in such a way 
that he thought she was mad ; and had she not gone away he should 
have been driven out of his miud. Both he and her were sober, 
and that made the matter more strange—(a laugh)—for he had 
given her no provocation. The defendant, in rather an excited 
tone, said that she did not destroy four shillings’ worth of fish, for 
that was more than he had in at atime. He threw some fish at 
her, and, of course, she returned the compliment, and should do во 
again if she was insulted. Mr. D'Eyucourt asked the complainant 
if it was true that he had hii the defendant and thrown fish at her. 
The complainant: Well, when she abused iny wife, 1 did throw a 
є minute” fish at her, but I am sure I did not hurt her. Mr. 
D'Eyncourt said he could not decide who was to blame in the 
matter, and dismissed the summons. The decision was hailed with 
clapping of hands.

Domestic DrrrenRENCEs.—John Savage, aged 24, and George 
Savage, his father, were charged before Mr. Cooke with assaulting 
and beating Mrs. Emma Savage, wife of the first defendant. The 
complainant said: I have one child, aud have been married four 
years to my husband, in whose father's house we have lived for 
the last two years. For the last three months my husband has 
not spoken to me. I am obliged to live іп а separate room, where 
there is neither chair nor table; 1 sit on the flour, 1 take my meals 
on the door, and I sleep on a bed on the floor. My meals are sent 
up to me, and my husband will neither eat with me, sleep with 
me, nor speak to me. On Thursday week I went to the house of 
my aunt, the only friend 1 have, to complain to her, and on 
coming home expected my supper. I waited in my room five 
minutes, but no notice was taken, and hearing their doors 
shut, as if going to bed, and, thinking I should be kept 
without my supper, as I had been before, I went down stairs 
to where my husband was sleeping, and asked. him if he would 
let me have it. He said no,-&ud that if. £ wanted хау supper 
I must go to the workhouse, for it, as I should not have it 
there. His father from his own bedroom called me a foul name, 
and on my telling him I was speaking to шу husband he came 
down, used a vile expression, seized hold of me, tarew me out of 
the room, and I fell, and screamed.“ Murder!” His daughter 
came down, and I got up and went into the kitchen, where the 
father, though he called me the vilest names he could, was about 
to give me some supper, when my husband got out of bed, came 
out to me, said he would settle me this time, end, seiziag hold of 
me, shook me, knocked my head against the well and hurt my 
wrists and hands. His father interfered, and said he should not 
beat mo any more, and after he had abused me very badly I went 
up to my room to sleep on the floor. My husband has ‘kicked me 


before. He says I have а bad temper, but I have not,’ and 
have only remonstrated with him when he stays out 
late. I don't want him hurt; I have always been а 


good and true wife to him, and the only wish I havo is 
that he will take me away from his relations and out of their 
house.

AN OLD izick,—George Styles, 32, of Caledonian-road, Isling- | 
ton, betting mau, and. Henry Harvey, of Underwood-street, City- 
road, butcher, were charged with being concerned with another 
man not in custody iu stealing a silver watch, meerschaum pipe, 
aud money, the property of James Penn, а paiuter in Wood-street, 
Walthamstow. Mr. B. J. Abbott appeared for the prisoner 
Styles. The prosecutor, aged 21, said he was looking іш а draper's 
window іп Bishopsgate-street on Saturday evening, when Byles 
did the same, got hiunjnto conversation, and told him he bad just 
| come up from Ipswich for au eveniug's amusement, and would walk 
with him if be had no objection, They went into the Bluecoat-boy 
public-house, and had some ale, when Harvey came in and claimed 
Styles as an acquaintance, which Styles did not seem to recollect, 
but Harvey said he was a horse-coper, had bought and sold colts 
fur Styles, aud conversed with him about Ipswich. Harvey then 
went out, and another man, ап Irishman, came in, and asked the 
way to the Euston-square Station. They told him that, aud he in 
return told them that he had lately had 13,0007. left him by a dis- 
tant relative, and had 5004. of it then about him, aud he pulled out 
a purse which was apparently filled with gold and notes. Either 
Styles or Harvey proposed, on seeing the money, that they should 
go to another house, where they would be more private; and, as 
witness thought they intended to rob the Irishman, he followed 
them to a place near the market, in Commercial street, where they 
һай some more ale, witness keeping the door opeu lest his sus- 
picions should be verified, and then went with them tu another 
public-honse in Union-street, Spitalfields. There they ordered 
more drink, and it was proposed in a friendly manner that they 
should toss to see who should pay for it. Styles asked him how 
much money he had, and he said only 78. or 8s., on which Styles 


said “Let us see that you have 78." Witness pulled his purse 


table. He refused to do that, but Styles took his purse, 
emptied the silver on the table, and the lrishmau imme- 
diately took up the whole of it. lle had so much confidence 
in the Irishman that he had just before lent him his meer- 
schaum pipe. Не thought that he was the dupe of tbe others, 
but he was now convinced they all intended to rob him, and 
he demanded his money back. The Irishman refused, saying 
that they were going to toss for it, and proposed they should 
toss for £2. Не had no iutention to du so, but assented, in the 
hope of keeping them all together till he could see a coustable to 


to the Irishman. Fiuding, however, he could not get back his 
mouey, һе said he should send for а constable, on which Styles 


said, * Surely you are not going to fetch a coustable here ?" and, | 


snatching his watch from his pocket, broke it away from the 
chain. Harvey aud the Irishman immediately ran out, the latter 
with his pipe aud money, and witness grasped hold of Styles, 
with whom he had a struggle, but got his watch out of his hand, 
and Styles ran out, followed by witness, calling out after bim. 
Harvey offered Styles a stick to kuock witness’s brains out, he 
said, if he went any further, and oue of them made a blow at him, 
which missed him. А constable then came up and took Styles, 
He had neither tossed nor betted on the tossing, nor did he 
wager his watch against any money, and it was not au 
accident that his watch got out of his pocket. Isaac 
Wells, 909, City force, saw Styles running with the prosecutor 
after him, calling “Stop thief,” and caught him. In the 
crowd collected was Harvey, who called out that Styles was 
not to blame, on which Penn turned round and said Harvey was 
one of the men, and Harvey hastened away. On searching Styles 
he found on him a silver watch, gold spectacles, £2 0s. 83d. in 
money in а purse, &nd a pocket-book with. a plausible-looking 
flash bank-note for £30,000, spparently on the Bauk of Beauty 
and Elegance, but really а hairdresser's challenge to the whole 
world for that amount. Both prisoners were remanded. 


MARLBOROUGH STREET. 

Yovxa FEMALE ORtMINALS.—Hannah Hobbs and Sarah Gra- 
ham, aged respectively 13 aud 14 years, were charged with as- 
paulting Mrs. Bunce, the wife of a police-sergeant, and stealing 
her brooch. Sergeant Bunce, who resides іп Long's-court, Lei- 
cester-square; was at supper with his wife in his kitchen, when he 
noticed а hand passed over the blind, the window being open. He 
went out, and being informed that the prisoners had been at his 
window, followed them and stopped them, but not finding any of 
his property on them he let them go. Shortly afterwards he left 
home to go on duty, and directly his back was turned the pri- 
soners went to his house, annoyed and abused his wife, and on 
her coming to the door, Graham struck her in the face. A struggle 
ensued between the prisoners and the prosecutrix, and the latter’s 
brooch was stolen. The prosecutrix then called a constable, and 
gave the prisoners into custody. Оп the prisoners being brought 
apaga е Bunce said that he had made inquiries төзресі- 
ing them,-and found that they bad both been in the Catholic in- 
dustrial: School, Queen-equere; Hubbs having been committed 
from the Mansion House, in 1864, by Alderman. Hale for five 
years. While there nothing could be done with her; on one oc- 
casion she took off her boot, and with it blackened the matron’s 
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out to show the money, aud Styles told him to turn it out ou the , 


secure them, and in lieu of money gave an 1 О U for the amount | 
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eye. She afterwards made her escape by scaling а wall sixteen 
feet high. Nothing more was heard of her till about twelve 
iioutus afterwards. She was seut from this court for three years, 
as also was the prisoner. Graham, aud ou Good Friday last they 
managed to escape fromthe school. The authorities of the school 
had intimated tue hope that the girls would not be sent back, as 
they were likely to contanmipate the others, Mr. Tyrwhitt said it 
Was quite clear that it was по use sendiug the prisoners to ап in- 
stitution, and he would not seud them to an iudustrial school to 
spoil other girls. Тһе prisoners appeared to be incorrigible, and 
to be a pair of female Jack Sheppards, scaling walls and making 
their escape as they had done. He should commit them for two 
mouths with hard labour. 


LAMBETH. 

EXTRAORDINARY CHARGE.—Wiiliain York, formerly a waiter 
at the Palace Hotel, Upper Norv ood, but at present carrying on а 
laundry iu Anerley-vale, was charged with acts of indccency. 
From the statement of Inspector Bond, of the P division, stationed 
at Norwood, it appeared that for nearly two years the inhabitants 
of Anerley-grove and its vicinity have been subjected to the 
greatest possible aunoyauce, by the abominable aud disgusting 
conduct of sume person or persons, who wade it a practice оп the 
approach of womeu or little girls by a public pathway to emerge 
from a wood, sometimes without auy article of dress but stockings 
aud boots, and at other times partially exposed. Numerous com- 
plaints had been forwarded to the police station of the nuisance, 
and every effort had been made to bring the offender to justice ; 
but up te Thursday week all the efforts of the plain-clotbes men 
and other constables failed, but ou that day the prisoner was ap- 
prehended by Sergeant Marsh, 33 P, ou the informatiou supplied 
by two of his own daughters aud others. Alice Marsh, aged six- 
teen, said she was tlie daughter of Sergeant Marsh, aud lived 
with her father and mother -in  Anerley-grove, Norwood. 
Оп the: Tuesday before, about one o'clock, she was in а 
meadow at the back of their house with her two little sisters— 
the one seven aud the other three years old; and, on turning 
round, saw the prisoner in the same meadow aud but a 
few yards off, with his person exposed. He must have seen 
the witness at the time, ав his face was turned towards her, and 
he was looking straight at her, aud the act of exposure was, she 
felt certain, quite intentional. Miunie Marsh, aged nine, sister to 
the last witness, said that, about five weeks ago, she thought оп 
a Wednesday, she was comiug along by the Anerley-wood, and 
saw the prisoner standing near the bushes quite naked, all but his 
boots and stockings. Біе could not say whether the prisoner e» w 
her or not, but she thought he did. She Lad frequently seen the 
prisoner before. His chiidren went to the same school as she did, 
and she had frequently seen him in his garden. When she first 
saw the prisoner un the day mentioned he stood looking at her 
and Mrs. Kennett, who was there at the time, with his hands 
before him and standing quite still. She got uuder a railing aud 
in doiug so saw the prisoner. She saw the prisoner two or three 
days after in the Palace-road and knew him to be the same person. 
Mrs. Dinah Kennett, the wife of a police-constable, said she was 
with the last witness on the day in question, about five weeks 
ago, having met her, and they were talking, when the girl, in 
getting under the railing, called out to her, and she at the 
moment saw a man standing among the bushes quite naked 
and not in the least concealed by the bushes, from which 
he came on to the footpath by which the child and her- 
self would have to go. His face was towards them, and he 
was looking at (һеш, and at the time might have been four 
or five yards away. She told the girl to run home as fast as 
she could, and calling out to the шап, said, * You beast," and һө 
walked into the bushes again, She did not know that tbe prisoner 
was the шап, but she noticed that the person she saw had. a great 
deal of hair on his chin. (‘The prisoner wore a long beard.) There 
was no water near in which the prisoner might have been bathing, 
and two or three minutes might have elapsed from the time of her 
seeing him until he returned iuto the bushes. Іп cross-examina- 
| tion the witness said she would not swear to the prisoner as being 
the man. Mary Goff, servant, Upper Norwood, said that in the 
July of last year she saw a man stanning in Anerley-wood quite 
naked. He stood about forty yards from her, he on one path and 
she on another. He was doing nothing at the time, but standing 
still. He had bushy whiskers, and much hair on his chin, but sho 
could not say the person was the man. Julia Harris, nursery maid, 
residing at Norwood, said she saw а man expose himself three 
times in the wood near Belvedere-road; the first time was about 
fifteen months, and the last time four or five months ago. Оп oue 
occasion he had nothing on but his shirt. She believed the pri- 
soner was the man. Mrs. Emma Nash, wife of Sergeant Nash, said 
that about five or six weeks agu she sent her little daughter 
Minnie with the dinuer of her other daughter Alice, and she re- 
turned home quite pale, and complained to her of a man standing 
naked in the wood. Soon after she sent her out for a message, 
and on her returning she said she met the man whom she had seen 
naked just before, and that it was Mr. York. On Tuesday week 
her daughter Alice came to her where she was in charge of a 
gentleman's house, and complained of having been grossly 
insulted by Mr. York. Mr. Bond here informed the magistrate 
that this was all the evidence he had to offer; but added that 
among the complainants of the nuisance was a young lady who 
was living as governess in a family, and this person distinctly said 
the offender was а waiter at the Crystal Palace Hotel, and at that 
time the priaoner was a waiter at the Crystal Palace Hotel. The 
young lady, however, had left her situation since that time, and he 
had not been enabled to find her. For the defence, Elizabeth 
York, the prisoner's daughter, and a workwoman were called, and 
both positively swore that during the whole of Tuesday week the 
prisoner had been engaged at “ dollying," and had not been out of 
their sight or outside the doors. Witnesses were also called who 
gave him a high character, and spoke of him as a person of modest 
demeanour and perfect propriety of conduct. Mr. Neale, who at- 
tended for the prisoner, also addressed the court at some length 
for his client, and handed in an excellent written character of the 
prisoner, signed by a great number of names of respectable persons 
who had known him for many years. The witnesses, Alice and 
Minnie Marsh, were again called, and said they had not the least 
doubt .ag»to the prisoner being the man. Mr. Norton said it was 
almost incredible that a person like the prisoner, who evidently 
bore an excellent character, should have indulged in such extra- 
ordinary exhibitions in his own immediate neighbourhood, where 
he must have been well known, and within view, as it might be 
said, of his own children. On the other hand, there were the posi- 
tive oaths of the two girls, who gave their evidence in such а 
way as to satisfy any one who had heard them that they swore to 
what they believed to be the truth. Yet, knowing the mistikes 
that were made with respect to identity, he did not feel he would 
ever be justified in convicting a person with his character on their 
testimony, and should therefore discharge the prisoner,
